Scbooia opened under aaspicea which 
polibt to one of the beat yeara in the 
history of the i-choul If was a great 
day for tbe achool system of our 
citar bceaascd it marked the opening 
of tbe inagnifi:ient new High School 
building on Walnut «reet. For 
yean it has been tbe dream of all in- 
terested in the educational welfare 
of Hopkiaaville that the city might 
bave a building which would bouse 
the High School in tbe proper way 
and separate it from the grades, and 
and in every way make it a credit to 
our city, and a High School aecond 
to none in the State. Now in the 
handsome new structure on Walnut 
•treet their dreama are realized. 

The movement for the buildintr of 
the High School was really started 
hy the County 63ard of Eklucation 
and to them much credit is due. 

Under the new school laws passed 
Mferal years aco, each county must 



rasde by Brinton Davis, of Louir-

The buildinR it three s'.ories in 
height counting Uie basement. It ia 
built of mlMioB hriek with st«ae 
trimmings. The basement is built 
of ajone «tatirely. The floors above 
are of the brick, «hiie the top of 
the building is surmounted by^ a 
heavy atone baluatrade. Hera we 
cannot help mentioning the front ei.* 
trance. One approaches the httOd- 
ing by meana uf a wide concrete 
walk, twenty feet In width, from 
which branch narrower walks to the 
aide entrances. The steps are wide 
and above thtm tower aix stone col- 
ums which rise to the topmost part 
of tbe bui ding and which add a 
Bolemnity and dignity to the build- 
ing which' cai only be appreciated 
by seeing it. Entering the front 
door, one sees a beaatif ai lobby with 
marble steps and floor, with panelled 
walls and beamed ceiling.

W. R. Howell, former Common- 
caltb'a Attorney, is believed to 
lave the beat c»ap of com in Trigg 
county. Though he made a 
iplendid prosecuting attorney he 
^ad heard the call, "Back to the 
Farm," and on the farm he baa been 
most of tbe time since tbe expiration 
of his term of office. He ia what 
may be termed a progressive farmer 
and has fallen into tbe line of culti- 
vetion sogfeated by men who have 
studied the most scientific modes of 
making a farm pay. His present 
crop is expected to average from 16 
to 20 barrels to the acre— 75 to 100 
bushels. At the present price of 
14.00 per bbl.. Ma crop will bring 
$60 to $80 per acre. The question 
naturally arises what use is there in 
growing tobacco theoe trouble- 
some times, which will yield about 
800 iba. to tbe acre and net about 7 
cento per ponnd and reqnireoagreat 
deal more labor and risk when corn 
can be so much - more easily raised 
andMng batter retnma. Why not 
cut out tobacco and follow the plan 
of some tobacco growers in the Bur- 
ly dfartfetT

Board of Education, and Brinton 
Davia. the architect. On the other 
side is a like tablet on which are inr 
scribed the name of our honorable 
mayor, Charles M Meaciiam. the 
City Council and Forbes Manufactur 
ing Co.. the b'-ilders of the hand- 
some structure. vJoinkj- up the steps 
to the ri^ht in th i ortic^; of the Citv 
Superintendent and leading frum 
thia ia the office of the High School 
Principal. Both of these offices at-e 
furnished in the best of style aiuJ 
are lurijL' ami commodious. The 
wood w.jrk throuifhout the huildin^. 
with the exception of the odices, is 
in natural fiaiab with mahogany 
trimmings. 

On this hrat door are located the 
science department, eonaifting of a 
lecture room and separate labora- 
tories for Fbyuca. Biology, and 
Cbemiatry. THaaaiuOaa are equip- 
ped fully with the beat obtainable 
apparatus and equipment. There 




Hopkln»vllle 
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are aho four class rooms on this 
floor, only one of which will be oc- 
cupied a.t present. The second floor 
proper is reached by means of two 
atairwaya, ona central ataireaaaand 
another at the aodth end of the 
building. 

On the second floor there are four 

class rooms, the larjre commercia' 
rjom with typewriter room adjoin- 
ing, the library, and the study hall 
cr chapel. This room is very larvfe. 
Sl ating about two hundred and fifty 
pupils. 

The has. r;i lit contains cloak and 
hat rooms and rooms for domestic 
science and manual training. The 
main toilet rooms, furnace room, 
and shower baths are located on this 
floor. At the north end of the 
building is the gymnasium, which 
will btt used alternately hy the girls 
and boyi. 

The furnishings of the building 
are complete in every respect. The 
study hall is furnished with the reg- 
ulation desk?. Each class room is 
equinted with tablet arm, pedestal 
baae chairs. The commercial de- 
partment is equipped with the very 
lateat commercial desks, and alao has 
new typewritera and tables. 

MoadCf morning a very impress- 
ive opening was held. Rev. H. D 
Smith opened tbe exercises with de- 
votional services. Nast Sapt. QMi* 
with a few well chosen remarks, in 
trodaead Mr. W. a. Long, the chair- 
man of the Board of Education, 
ferring to him as the one man who 
had probably done more toward the 
building of the High School thtn 
any other man. Mr. Long made his 
talk chiefly to the pupiisand viaiturs 
After his talk. Mr. Bowden. princi- 
pal of the High Si-hool, made a short 
Ulk to the students and then the 
routine work of the Morning waa 
completed. ^ 

The attendi^re at the High School 
showed a wonderful tncraaae. There 
are two hundred and twenty against 
one hundred and forty-nine last 
year. The country patronage also 
waa heavy, sixty-one pupiU entering 
on the am d^.

If yon art one 
of its victims — and it is now in seaa- 
on— you probably will want to know. 
If yon adi ysor doctor he will have 
his own theory about it. but it will 
be only a theory, not 8UBC<»ptible aa 
yet of sbaolute demoostratlMi^ 3ut 
he will tell you there are varioua 
names for it, aueb as hay asthma, 
reaaceld. summer catarrh, pollino'i*. 
vasomotor rhinitis and juat plain bay 
fever, says an exchange. 

The variety of the namea oaad to 
define it shows that physicians hive 
as yet arrived at no agreement as to 
its eaoaas or cow. One authority 
Biys that as yet the germ of the dis> 
ease has not been "run down." 

for 80 yaara or mora thousands of 
persons who have pa«sed annual'yan 
uohappy period of suffering have 
taxed tha learning of the neat expert 
physicians, not so much for thec<iu<>e 
of the disease aa for a remedy. 
Every eoneeivablB treatment his 
been resorted to in the hojJe of hit* 
ting upon an effective one. 

The observation of several physi | 
cians has led them to the belief thatj 
hay fever ia not a universal disease, | 
but is eonflned to persons of sensitive 
and irritable temperaments or tend-j 
encies. Men whose occupations lead i 
them to a hardy normal sort of life i 
are never, it appears, bothered by it. ' 
Some physicians go so far as to tiay 
that hay fever moat commonly at* 
tacks men of a certain class— gener- 
ally professional men. 
, The name "polHnaais" indicates 
what most generally is regarded ana 
primo cause. The bay fever victim 
knowa almost to tha day when he 
may expect his annual attack, and 
this is usually coincident with the 
flowering of dbrtain plants. These 
he will avoid, and especially any , 
section that hb knows to bu infested 



with the common ragweed. 

The victim will blso beg ;ou not to 
bring into the house auch wild flow- 
ers as golden rod, whose pollen is ex- 
tremely irritating. With some peo- 
ple the odor of roa«a produoaa a 8fan> 
ilar irritation, banca tba name "rose 
coid" 

Certain localities of high altitude 
are nearly immune from bay fever. 
This is why B jtblehem, N. H . has 
been a favorite reaort of the afnirted 
for many years for thoosanda. Here 
relief is found in the pure air pecu- 
liar to the region. On the other 
hand many sufferers have tried vari- 
ous climates both at home and a 
broad without obtaining even tem- 
porary relief. 

Many practitioaera of the regular 
schools are now inclirad to accept 
the conclusions both as to the origin 
of the disease and the mode of treat- 
ment arrived at by Dr. George L. 
Richarda as aet forth in a paper he 
read before an association of physi- 
cians As explained by Dr. Walter

Veal loaf may bo sUred thin and 
packed In paraffin paper In a flat box.

Carry a sharp earring 
knife, as thick sUees are unappetising. 

Deviled egga are naually more pop- 
ular than plain hard boiled ones. Boll 
the eggs fully h.nlf an hour, throw 
at once Into rold wafer and do not 
■hell until chilled. Cut the eBRs In 
half lengthwise, run the yolk tbroiich 
a aliTe and mix to a paste with a 
■alt spoon of mustard, cayenne pep- 
per, salt and a Ublespoonful of finely 
chopr^-fi paraley to a dosea eess. Oil 
or m( itcd butter ean be used for mix- 
Inc thf paste. 

Pi vHod Pt;p9 carry better If both 
halvo.4 arc filled, then put together 
and enrh egR wrapped in waxed pa- 
per. Or they can be ptit In a shallow 
tin box, with waxed paper between the 
layers. On hot days keep tbe box 
near the tee on reaching tha ploalo 
grounds.

Nothins Is better than freah scram 
bird eggs at a irtcnlc, unless It is 
fripd potatoes. Boll the potatoes at 
home— In their Jackets— and take a 
cood supply of butter for frying. A 
pound cau be carried In a tin kettle 
with Ice packed around It. Have n 
•sharp knife for sllclns; and a fork 
or short cake turner for stirring. 

Leftover cold chicken or veal makes 
an exoellent hot dish for a picnic. Cut 
the meat Into small cnbea at .hom<> 
and wrap in waxed paper. Hake a 
white sauce from a tablespoonfnl but- 
ter and one of flour to every iMjlnt of 
milk. This la the allowance for a 
quart of meat. Seaaon highly with 
■alt. pepper and a little onion Juice. 

An appetlalng sandwich for a picnic 
la made from slices of brown bread on 
which ts spcsad a mixture of chopped 
greeo peppers, to which Is added a 
ean of sweet peppers or pimentos, a 
little minoed parsler. "bonnd tocather 
with a highly seasonsd mayoaaalse. 

Where a hot sandwich Is liked for 
a picnic, have two thin slices of 
white bread buttered; spread one 
with a little chutney, the other with 
grated Parmesan cheese. Fry an egg. 
place it on the cheese, and press thf 
other half well orw It 



ICED BEEF TEA IS EXCELLENT 

During Hot Weather It Will la Pound 
More Aeeeptable Than tha Hot 
Bovoraga. 

Where beef-tea is required on a hot 
suiiiiuer day It la Bometiiueii more ac- 
ceptable to the Invalid If served iced, 
and in condensed form. Prepared as 
follows It Is quite palatable: Cut up 
a pound of lean. Juicy sirloin steak in- 
to pieces of about two Inches square. 
Grease a clean pan with butter and 
put It on a Are of red-hot coala, and 
as soon as ever the p^m U liot toss 
the pieces of stoali in It, turning theiu 
rapidly this way and th.it way with a 
fork until seared on every side. 

See that not a drop of juice la in tbe 
pan, and that each aepara^ square 
of beef , is thoroughly heated through 
before you finish your work. 

Take the pieces aow, one by one, 
and squeeze through a wooden lemon 
squeezur which has been standing In 
boiling water Into a cold bowl. Ex- 
tract all tbe Juice from tbe piece, and 
you will have the finest beef essence. 
Set the bowl in a pan filled with 
craekod Ice. Tha.eeMaees of the beef 
essence— which you sorre In a tum- 
bler, having added the aasssaary salt, 
and with a tiny triangle of tOtUtn-doef 
not affect its qualities.

WbaM tbe treea ava varr yoanc tm4 
the glffdUac ta aevere. omiag tba 
timie off bekm the weand la probably 
the best treatment. Tbe expoiwd part 
of the stub should at once be coated 
with grafting wax. Select flie best 
sprout that starta and support it by 
tying it to a firm atake until it Is 
stocky enough to withatand strong 
winds without danger of being broken 
off. When the sprout ia well atarted 
draaa tbe atump ao that It may beal 
over naadlly. Cut tbe atub atanting at 
the base of the sprout ao that It will 
shed water. Then cover the wound with 
paint made of pure white lead and raw 
linseed oil, to protect It from water 
and from disease Rerms. Do not 
spread the paint Ijpyond the cut sur- 
face. Thia method should produce a 
tree of bearing age aooner than one 
could be grown from a replanted nur^ 
aery tree. 

' To make grafting wax, melt togeth- 
er four parts, by weight, of resin, two 
parts of beeswax, and one part of beet

HOW TO PUNT STRAWBERRY 



Best to Have Plants In Bucket Con 
tainiog Water to l^oep Root* 
in a Moiat CondMlaii. 

One of the bast methods of planting 
stray berrlea ia to tbruat a spade 
straight into tbe groond at tba proper 
plaoe to a depth llva or alz Incbes, 
writes R. 8. Sando In Outing, and 
then lean It over to one side, forcing 
the soil out of the way and leaving 
u Atdge shaped hole, one wall of 
which is straight up and down. The 
rooiji cf thf plant should be spread 
out in a fan shape against this wall 
and tbe spade, then set In the ground 
about alx inches farther forward, and 
by a backward movement of the han- 
dle firmly press the dirt against the 
roots of the plant. To lend additional 
firmness to the soil, step with one 
ioot on elth( r siile of the plant. 

The la.st hole made by the spade 
should have som>i soil raked into it 
before leaving. When setting the 
plants It ia beat to have them In a 
bucket contalnlaf a Uttla water In 
order that the roots may be kept 
molat until they are planted; but It la 
not necessary or advisable to water 
plants immediately after setting 
thaia.

In order to get the wagon directly 
over the bail of the tree, and also over 
the hole where the tree ia to be re- 
planted, the rear axle of tke wagon la 
removed, and the back oT the tmas or 
elevated framework upon which the 
tree Is suspended keeps this part of 
the wagon together at any width re- 
quired. To prevent damage to grass 
areas, wide tires are used. In the case 
illustrated. 14-inch tirea were used oi 
the rear wlieele.

this plowing the fertiliser should be 
applied and worked wlfk a dlak har- 
row or cultivator. 

IVeqnent cultivations ^oold he 
given wltb the cultivator or disk har- 
row, running deep enough to form a 
good soil mulch and prevent subse- 
quent baking or crusting of the sur- 
face and prevent loss of soil moi.sture 
by evaporation. Thorough culture 
kills all, the weeda, which are a con- 
stant drabt on the soH mosture and 
plant food and' also assists In de- 
composing and liberating any plant 
food which may have been turned uo 
dor.

All the (Idinjis of the tiet's and queen 
can be seen ; and to keep them in the 
dark 1 merely put corrugated paper 
around it, and keep the paper in its 
plaoe with a ^eee of olastle. In wtai- 
tor ttmm, throe or (our folda of paper 
eoal4 be oaod to keep the bees warm.

NANY PA KES VW TH BEES 

Nonewarming Hives Are Delusion 
Pure and gimpio— ^theok twarm* 

Most sf tiM s»called nonswarming 
hlvoa are fakes pure and simple. Tbe 
very last word on the subject is that 
of tbe "ehook Bwarm" plan, that en- 
ables tbe beekeeper to swarm each 
hive artificially at his convenience and 
not that of the bees. This Is the best 
method in vogue and is really very 
simple. Dr. O. Everett Lyoa explains 
tbe process la the Item aad Home: 
When a hive givea evidence that it is 
thinking about swarming, as seen in 
the bees clustering on tlie outside of 
the hive and the presence of queen 
cells started in the broOd BOSt. It ia 
time to shake them. 

Take an empty hive with lid and 
bottom board In place and with the 
framea of the hive containing strips of 
foundation wax In place as full combs. 
Place the empty hive alongside the 
one about to swarm and then, lifting 
the brood frames from the old hive, 
shake o#f from each frame almost all 
the bees until all the frames have 
been so shaken in front of the new i 
hive, being sure to shake the queen 
along with the bees. ' 

Then set the old hive with Its brood 
nest off some distance and put the 
new hive with the bees in Its plaro. 
Be sure to tak^ all the storage ch.ini- 
bers from the nkl hlvo and place tlit ui 
on the new hive into wblch the bees 
have been shaken. The working force 
is with the new hive and that's where 
we want the storage ehambora, which 
wlU bo quickly glled, as the bees. hav. 
ing oaly started strips sC wax la the 
brood eombs, must, of necessity, store 
the honey coming In the n«xt few days 
in tbe upper stories until such time aa 
they will get the starters drawn ou' 
late teU esmbs.

While excavating ground for ana 
of the wooden buildings in the show 
park of the Highland and Agricul- 
tural society at Kinloas, Cupar, Scot- 
land, recentiy, tiw workmen fotitadi 
their operations impeded by a num- 
ber of b<|av7 stones. On the soil be- 
ing cletieS at ■botii eiid% it was seen 
that the stones formed three cista, 
each of which contained human 
bones. The 'workmen did not lay 
the whole of the cists bare, lint tho 
portions uncovered, eighteen inches 
square, sufficiently show what tliey 
are. A few steps away more bones 
were found at every spadeful of soil. 
These were not in stone cists, but 
siiii]>iv Iviiii'- in the soil not more 
than two feet from the surface. The 
three cists were Ipng east to west 
but the remains a yard or two away 
were lying dose to each other, bead 
to head. Some of the skulls were 
remarkably well preserved, particu- 
larly the teeth. The parish church 
of Cupar occupied that site several 
centuries ago. About a sackful of 
bones were thus turned up, and have 
all been returned to the earth again. 
The position of the three stone dfta 
jnst discovered ao doae together a^ 
geata that they ley naar the altar of 
the pariah ehneili of their occu- 
pant's day. It waa behind the site 
of the high iH*r in St. Andrew's 
Cathedral that the thrw) stone cof- 
fins now seen there were disoovaied 
at the great dearanoe of debris i* 
18U.
